SegOSTAIASTER General 
‘ g Ri James A. Farley, late the 

BAMafternoon of March 25, 
innounced that he had au- 
shorized the issuance of a 
special postage stamp in commemora- 
tion of the one-hundredth anniversary 
of the settling of the old Oregon Ter- 
ritory, Which now comprises the States 
of Washington, Oregon, Idaho and 
portions of Montana and Wyoming. 







With the exception of the denomi- 
nation of 3c and the color purple, no 
other details were ready for an- 
nouncement. It was suggested, how- 
ever, that first day sale might take 
place at Walla Walla, Washington 
and Lewiston, Idaho, post offices, as 
these cities are planning Oregon Ter- 
ritory Centennial celebrations this 
year. 

The Spalding-Whitman expedition 
of 1836 led by the way for develop- 
ment of this great western region. 
Organizers of the expedition, Dr. 
Marcus Whitman and the Rev. 
Henry H. Spalding, and their wives 
left from Jefferson City, Missouri on 
April 2, 1836 with the purpose in 
mind of establishing a mission among 
the Indians of Oregon. These ladies 
were the first white women to cross 
the American continent, and Dr. 
Whitman took with him, as far as 
Fort Boise, the first wheeled vehicle 
to surmount the Rockies. The party 
reached Fort Walla Walla, on the 
Columbia, on September 2, exactly 
five months after their stop at Jef- 
ferson City. 

A design which is receiving con- 
siderable thought in the Post Office 
Department at this time is a map 
motif which would show that portion 
of the United States which made up 
the old Oregon Territory. A further 
suggestion made by a_ prominent 
Washington collector was to incor- 
porate with the map design a repro- 
duction of the old “Covered Wagon’”’ 
of pioneer fame.

“HE design for the four cent stamp was taken from an 
advertisement which appeared in the September, 1900, 
issue of the “Book of the Royal Blue” published by the B. & O. 
Railroad. The illustration was made from an actual photo- 
graph and the man in the seat with the chauffeur was Samuel 
P. Hege, Passenger Representative of the B. & O. in Wash- 
The stamp design was drawn by R. Ostrander 
Smith and the engravers were L. F. Ellis and M. W. Baldwin.

The photograph of the B. & O. advertisement was found 
only after the attendant in the Chicago Public Library had 
made a second trip to the book room. After the first trip the 
attendant stated that the Library did not have any 1900 issues 
of the “Book of the Royal Blue.” He consented, however, to 
make a second search and one 1900 issue was found. Luckily it

ated to avoid any mix up between 
stamps of the original issue and 
those on the pane. 


SERIES FoR 1937 


The tentative report of the United 
States Constitution Sesquicentennial 
Commission, just released, includes 
the following information about the 
proposed special stamp issue to cele- 
brate that Anniversary. 

“It is proposed to issue a series of 
stamps commemorating the Sesqui- 
centennial of the Constitution. Not 
only would this be a fitting tribute, 
but a more practical end is also in 
view. Four years ago, in 1932, dur- 
ing the period in which the bicenten- 
nial of the birth of George Washing- 
ton was celebrated, the Post Office 
Department at the request of the Bi- 
centennial Commission issued a series 
of 12 postage stamps, ranging in de- 
nomination from 14 cent to 10 cents, 
and more than 7 billion of those 
stamps were sold during the bicenten- 
nial year. So profitable were they 
that the receipts far exceeded the ap- 
propriation for the Bicentennial Cele- 
bration, actually resulting in a profit 
of about half a million dollars to the 
Government.” 

Two suggested lists of stamps ap- 
pear in this tentative report. One 
enumerates 12 stamps, values from 
le through 12c, following in con- 
secutive order, a portrait of George 
Washington, seated holding the Con- 
stitution in the form of an unrolled 
scroll; a reproduction of a painting 
of the signing of the Constitution; a 
picture of the Constitution in the 
form of an open book with suitable 


the Constitution; portrait of James 
Madison; portrait of Alexander, 
Hamilton; portrait of Benjamin) 
Franklin; portrait of James Wilson; 
picture of Independence Hall; por- 
trait of John Marshall; portrait of 
Gouverneur Morris, chief writer of 
the Constitution; and finally, a re- 


production of the Statue of Liberty. | 


The second suggested list covers 13 
stamps and 6 denominations of die- 
stamped envelopes, as follows: stamp 
values ranging consecutively from 
Yc, le, 1%c through 12c omitting 
the llc; first Supreme Court Build- 
ing; Franklin; Constitution Shrine; 


Geo. Washington; Madison; Hamil. | 
ton; picture, Signing of the Consti- 


tution; Gouverneur Morris; Inde- 
pendence Hall (also for stamped en- 
velopes Yc, Ic, 1%c, 2c, 3c and 5- 
cent); John Jay; John Marshall; 
the Capitol; and the Statue of Lib- 
erty. Also listed from 13c through | 
25c might be included some State 
Seals or other designs suitable for 
celebration by each State. 

The tentative report also advises— 
“All stamps may be placed on sale 
at the Philatelic Agency of the Post 
Office Department in Washington on 


September 17, 1937. The following 


day, September 18, those stamps 
which honor a particular, or indi- 
vidual of that State, might be placed 
on sale at the State capital. *** On 
the third day, September 19, all the 
stamps would be available at every 
post office in the United States, its 
territories, and possessions.”

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Second New York-Lithuania 
Flight by Lieut. Waitkus

Linn’s Air Mail collectors will no 
doubt be interested in the following 
technical points covering the second 
attempted New York-Lithuania flight 
by Lieut. Waitkus on September 21, 
1935. 

On his flight east, 
carried 1,000 covers; 300 addressed 
to private collectors, mostly in the 
United States; 100 covers the prop- 
erty of the flier; and 600 covers for 
the American-Lithuanian Flight As- 
sociation. 

These covers were numbered con- 
secutively from 1 to 1,000 in blue on 
the lower left corner of the front, 
were all autographed by the flier, and 
were stamped with the current 6c

U.S. Air Mail stamp. They were 
properly cancelled at 5:00 a. m., Sep- 
tember 21, 1935 at Brooklyn, New 
York, and on arrival in Lithuania 
several days after the crash in the 
Irish Free State were back-stamped 


on the face of the cover, KAUNAS 
CEN TR.—2 X 1935. 

Despite the mishap at Ballinrobe, 
Irish Free State, that necessitated the 
rehandling of the covers to Lithuania, 
and the stamping and remailing of 
the covers to the United States, none 
of them were lost and there have 
been no reports of covers being 
damaged or spoiled. 

The twelve days elapsed time be- 
tween the Brooklyn and Kaunas can- 
cellations is explained by the fact that 
the mail was not removed from the

NEW STAMPS IN PROSPECT 


Already the Rhode Island Stamp 
has been announced although the date 
has not been set, neither has the city 
of first day issue been named. 

The logical city for first day is of 
course Providence and the date 
should be May 4th. These matters 
however will be announced in due 
course by the Postoffice Department. 

The next stamp on the scene will 
then be the stamp for Arkansas which 
is scheduled to appear June 15th and 
if recommendations of the committee 
which was appointed to confer on the 
design of the stamp, are heeded, the 
central picture will be the present 
War Memorial building in Little 
Rock, formerly the original State

RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 


Stamps Commemorating Religious Festivals 
By Harry M. SAVACOOL 
CHAPTER XV 


LL religions have had certain times of special 

emphasis commonly called festivals. Human 

nature has a natural tendency to grow cold 
spiritually and periodical times of emphasis do much 
to stir up religious interest. The Hebrew religion 
had several such feasts or religious observances each 
year. Then every seventh year was a Sabbatical Year. 
It was to the year what the Sabbath was to the week; 
a year of rest for the land and of special religious 
observances. Every forty-nine years (fifty according to 
some scholars), or on every seventh Sabbatical Year, 
was the Year of Jubilee. It was a time of liberation 
from all debts and slavery and for a return of all land 
to its original proprietor, as well as a time of religious 
rejoicing and celebration. The Year of Jubilee served 
the double purpose of readjusting social inequalities 
and of stimulating religious enthusiasm. 

The Christian Church also has its sacred festivals. 
Christmas and Easter have for centuries held high 
place as religious festivals among all branches of the 
Church. Unfortunately they have been so secularized 
as to lose most of their religious significance. On the 
whole they can hardly be called religious festivals in 
the strict sense of the term. The Roman Catholic 
Church, however, has two great religious festivals that 
have not been despiritualized by the world. They are 
the Holy Year and the Eucharistic Congress. Since 
both of these festivals have been widely honored by 
stamp issues it will be well for us to familarize our- 
selves with their history and meaning. 

The Holy Year very likely was patterned after the 
Jewish Year of Jubilee. Its observance in the Catholic 
Church was instituted by Pope Boniface VIII in 1300. 
There are two accounts as to how it came about. One 
account claims that it began spontaneously. During the 
Christmas Season of 1299 great crowds came to Rome 
with the idea that great religious merit would result 
from the visiting of the sacred places of the Holy City 
at the beginning of the new century. The Pope was 
lead by the great crowds and the general expectation 
to proclaim the first Holy Year. The other, and per- 
haps more historical account is that the Pope con- 
ceived the idea of the Holy Year and issued a Bull 
granting special indulgences to all who would visit 
the Basilica during the year. In 1350 another Holy 
Year was decreed and since 1450 they have usually 
been held each twenty-five years. 

The opening and closing of the Holy Year is an 
imposing and impressive ceremony. The Holy Door 
of St. Peter’s is opened by the Pope at midnight on 
Christmas Eve. There is always a great concourse of 
expectant people. The long procession of church 
dignitaries in their colorful robes is wonderful to be- 
hold. The Pope is borne aloft crowned with his 
triple crown. The Holy Door is a thin wall of ma- 
sonry. Workmen behind are ready to pull it down 
when the Pope strikes it with his golden hammer. 
He strikes it three times saying, “Open to me, O Gate 


of Justice, I bid you in the name of the Lord.” The 
fragments of the wall are carried away as sacred 
souvenirs by the devout. There is always a rush for 
them and on one occasion six persons were trampled 
to death. In ancient times the devout cast offerings of 
money through the opened door. The closing of the 
door at the expiration of the year is just as colorful 
and impressive. On this occasion the Pope uses a 
golden trowel. There are six other Holy Doors in 
Basilicas in Rome which are opened and closed at the 
same time by Cardinals. During the Holy Year those 
who make pilgrimages to the sacred Basilicas gain great 
merit and certain specified indulgences. During the 
Holy Year the City of Rome is thronged with devout 
pilgrims from every land on earth. The Holy Year 
is a great purely religious festival uncorrupted by 
secular exploitation and is of great benefit to the spirit- 
ual life of the Roman Catholic Church. 

The two most recent observances of the Holy Year 
are of special interest to us because they were com- 
memorated by stamp issues. At the time of the Holy 
Year of 1924 Italy issued a set of Special Postals bear- 
ing a surtax which was contributed to the expenses of 
the observance (No. 620-625). The stamps are all 
large pictorials of artistic merit. The four lower 
denominations bear pictures of the Holy Year Basilicas, 
St. Maria Maggiore, St. John Lateran, St. Paul’s and 
St. Peter’s, respectively. The 1 lire plus 50c value 
bears a picture of the Pope opening the Holy Door. 
He stands before it, in full Papal Regalia, golden 
hammer lifted. Behind him are church dignitaries in 
rich robes, and before him to the left, a suppliant on 
his knees. The highest value shows the Pope closing 
the Holy Door, again surrounded by church dignitaries, 
and assisted by workmen. 

A special Holy Year was proclaimed from April 2, 
1933 to April 2, 1934 to commemorate the 1900th 
anniversary of the crucifixion of Christ. By this time 
one other nation had caught the idea of a stamp issue 
and we have issues from both Italy and Ireland, as 
well as the Vatican State. These stamps, along with 
the world-wide radio broadcasts and the news-reels of 
the event, drew greater attention than ever to the 
observance of the Holy year. 

Italy observed this Holy Year with two stamp issues, 
one for regular postage and the other for air mail. 
Three different designs, on five values, constituted the 
regular postage issue (No. 310-314). The 20c and 
the 1.25 lira values bear a beautiful symbolic design. 
The Dome of St. Peters is in the center with a cross 
in a halo flaming overhead, symbolizing the cross ex- 
alted over all. The 25c and 50c values bear a picture 
of an Angel at the door of the Holy Sepulchre. The 
highest value, which only of the issue carried a surtax, 
bears a picture of a large cross covered with flying 
Doves of Peace. The Airpost stamps (No. 1050-1051) 
bear on the left a picture of the Dome of St. Peters 
and on the right a picture of the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre. In a circle in the middle is a flying dove 
bearing an olive branch in its mouth. All of these 
stamps are beautiful in their chaste symbolism of the 
cross as high over all meaning ultimate peace for all! 
men.

THE FAMED "DEATHMASK" ISSUE SERBIA No. 79 - 86 


Five of the innocent-looking Serbian stamps included in the set #79-86 
tell the story of a fantastic gesture of revenge. When King Alexander I of 
Serbia was atrociously murdered in 1903, a forthcoming new issue of stamps 
which bore his portrait was destroyed, and another issue was printed. Five of 
these stamps depicted the profile portraits of Black George (an early Serbian 
patriot) and the new King Peter, who succeeded Alexander to the throre 
Turn upside down any of the five stamps of this design, look closely, and you 
will discover a gruesome and distorted face, supposed to be the deathmask 
of the murdered Alexander, skillfully worked into the picture! This fantastic 
and insane revenge was credited to the mother of the dead king!
